Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Port  of  Southampton  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1903. 

During  the  year  under  review,  many  ports  with  which  we 
have  direct  communication  have  been  declared  infected  with 
Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Small-pox,  which  necessi¬ 
tated  the  boarding  off  Netley  of  most  of  the  large  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Port. 

The  number  of  persons  (passengers  and  crew)  landing  in 
the  Port  shows  a  considerable  decrease,  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  diminution  is  principally  accounted 
for  by  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  troops  returning  from 
South  Africa  and  the  reduced  number  of  transports  and  con¬ 
sequently  of  crews  landing  in  the  Port.  The  number  of  troops 
and  crews  of  transports  arriving  amounted  to  45,198  in  1903, 
compared  with  156,210  in  1902. 
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Two  cases  of  Plague  occurred  on  vessels  bound  for  South¬ 
ampton,  but  the  patients  were  landed  at  other  Ports.  No 
other  cases  occurred,  and  the  vessels  were  given  pratique  here 
after  the  usual  precautions  as  to  disinfection,  &c.,  had  been 
taken. 

I  should  again  like  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Naval  and 
Military  Authorities  and  the  various  Shipping  Companies 
lor  the  valuable  aid  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS. 


By  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Trade  I  am  enabled  to 
append  particulars  contained  in  Table  (A),  showing  the  number 
of  passengers  who  left  for  places  out  of  Europe  and  the  number 
of  passengers  arriving  from  such  places. 

The  record  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
who  left  for,  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  those  arriving 
from  places  out  of  Europe. 

The  number  of  aliens  who  arrived  from  the  Continent 
amounted  to  5,784,  an  increase  of  over  1,000  in  the  number 
that  arrived  at  this  Port  in  the  previous  year.  The  medical 
examination  of  emigrants  embarking  is  carried  out  by  the 
Board  of  Trade’s  Medical  Officer. 

The  information  in  Table  (B)  is  supplied  by  the  Customs 
Authorities,  and  shows  the  number  and  tonnage  of  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Port,  together  with  the  number  of  crews  and 
passengers. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  and  crews  arriving  from 
all  countries  amounted  to  341,752.  This  is  a  decrease  of 
131,175  persons  arriving  in  the  Port  last  year  compared  with 
1902,  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  number  of  troops 
returning  from  South  Africa  in  1902. 

Several  large  vessels  arrived  in  the  river  to  disembark 
passengers  for  Southampton.  Records  are  obtainable  of 
persons  landing  only,  and  not  of  passengers  or  crews  in  transit 
to  other  Ports.

PLAGUE. 

Cases  of  Plague  occurred  at  the  following  places  during 
the  year  : — 

China,  Japan,  Bombay,  Mauritius,  Durban,  Port  Elizabeth, 
East  London,  King  William’s  Town,  Egypt,  Arabia,  Turkey 
in  Asia,  Palestine,  Smyrna,  Marseilles,  Graff  Reinet,  Port 
Mazaltan  (Mexico),  Rio  Janerio,  Campus,  Port  Victoria,  Lima, 
Callo  (Peru),  Iquique  (Chili),  New  Caledonia,  Brisbane, 
Townsville,  Freemantle  (Australia). 
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All  vessels  arriving  from  the  above-mentioned  ports  or 
countries  were  boarded  off  Netley  for  inspection,  and  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  persons  landing  taken  before  they  were 
allowed  to  proceed  to  dock. 

*  All  troopships  were  also  boarded  off  Netley  in  co-operation 
with  the  Naval  and  Military  representatives  at  this  port. 

Two  cases  of  Plague  were  reported  to  have  occurred  on 
vessels  bound  for  Southampton.  The  patient  in  each  case  was 
landed  at  other  ports,  and  on  arrival  here  the  crews  and 
passengers  were  found  all  well,  and  were  allowed  to  proceed 
to  their  destinations  after  their  names  and  addresses  had 
been  taken. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  two  cases  : — 

(i.)  March  ioth.  Patient  was  a  native  boy  in  the 
Steward’s  Department  on  the  H.M.  Transport  Soudan,  which 
sailed  from  Bombay  on  February  14th.  The  patient  developed 
Plague  on  the  15th  February,  and  was  isolated  in  a  steam 
launch  on  deck.  The  patient  was  landed  at  Aden,  and  all 
contacts  and  bedding  in  the  Steward’s  Department  landed  and 
disinfected  at  the  Quarantine  Island.  Disinfection  was  also 
carried  out  on  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  Moses  Wells,  Egypt. 
No  further  case  occurred  during  the  voyage. 

(2.)  March  24th.  Patient  was  a  native  fireman  on  the 
H.M.  Transport  Syria,  which  left  Bombay  on  the  25th  February. 
The  patient  was  discovered  ill  on  the  3rd  March — temperature 
106— with  tenderness  and  swelling  in  groin.  The  disease  was 
diagnosed  as  Bubonic  Plague,  and  was  immediately  isolated  in 
a  boat  on  deck.  The  patient,  together  with  contacts,  was 
landed  at  Aden  on  the  6th  March.  All  native  crew  were 
landed  with  boxes  and  bedding  on  the  Quarantine  Island  at 
Aden  and  disinfected.  The  portion  of  the  ship  occupied  by  the 
native  crew  was  disinfected  twice.  No  other  case  occurred 
on  board. 
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CHOLERA. 

Cases  of  Cholera  occurred  during  the  year  at  the  follow¬ 
ing  places  : — 

India,  China,  all  ports  on  the  Syrian  Coast,  Arabia, 
Alexandria,  Port  Said,  and  Asia  Minor. 

No  cases  of  Cholera,  however,  occurred  on  vessels  bound  for 
Southampton,  and  no  suspicious  cases  existed  on  any  vessels  in 
the  Port. 

YELLOW  FEVER. 

The  following  Ports  were  declared  infected  with  Yellow 
Fever  during  the  year  : — 

Ports  on  the  Ivory  Coast,  Guayaquil,  Port  of  Manans, 
and  Rio  Janerio. 

One  case  of  Yellow  Fever  occurred  on  board  S.S.  Thames 
bound  for  Southampton.  The  patient  was  a  third  class 
passenger  and  embarked  at  Santos  on  March  qth.  Pie  was 
taken  ill  March  9th,  and  died  the  following  day.  1  he  bedding, 
&c.,  used  by  the  patient  was  destroyed  and  disinfection  carried 
out  by  the  Ship’s  Surgeon.  Disinfection  was  also  carried  out 
by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  on  arrival  of  the  vessel  at 
Southampton  on  March  23rd. 

SMALL-POX. 

Small-pox  was  declared  to  exist  in  epidemic  form  at  the 
following  places : — 

Smyrna,  Barbadoes,  Trinidad,  British  Guiana,  \  enezuela, 
Tobago,  Grenada,  and  the  Grenadines. 

Eleven  cases  and  one  suspicious  case  were  reported  to 
have  occurred  on  vessels  bound  for  Southampton,  but  only 
three  were  actually  landed  at  the  Port.  I  he  particulars  are 

as  follows : — 
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January  14th.  S.S.  Lady  Martin.  The  case  was  landed 
at  London,  and  disinfection  carried  out  by  that  Authority. 

February  26th.  H.M.  Transport  Assaye.  Four  cases  of 
Small-pox  occurred  amongst  the  crew  and  were  landed  at  Port 
Said.  One  case,  E.A.N.,  aged  36,  an  Army  Schoolmistress, 
occurred  during  the  voyage  from  Port  Said  to  Southampton, 
and  was  removed  off  Netley  to  our  Hospital  Ship.  The  whole 
of  the  ship’s  bedding,  linen,  &c.,  together  with  all  Government 
bedding,  was  removed  from  the  ship  to  West  Quay  and  disin¬ 
fected.  The  names  and  addresses  of  all  troops  and  crews  were 
taken  and  forwarded  to  the  districts  to  which  thev  were 
proceeding. 

May  3rd.  H.M.  Transport  Dunera.  Two  cases  of  Small¬ 
pox  occurred  during  the  voyage.  One  case  died  at  sea,  the 
other  was  landed  at  Durban.  Bedding,  &c.,  was  destroyed, 
and  disinfection  carried  out  at  sea.  Disinfection  was  also 
carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  on  arrival  of  the 
vessel  at  Southampton,  and  the  whole  of  the  Government 
bedding,  &c.,  removed  to  West  Quay  for  disinfection. 

May  5th.  H.M.  Transport  Sardinia.  One  case  of  Small¬ 
pox  was  landed  at  Port  Said  on  23rd  April.  The  bedding  was 
destroyed,  and  the  disinfection  carried  out  at  sea.  Disinfection 
was  also  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  on  arrival 
of  the  vessel  at  Southampton. 

June  18th.  S.S.  St.  Paul.  This  patient,  M.F.,  aged  five 
months,  was  certified  to  be  suffering  from  Small-pox  on  arrival 
of  the  vessel  from  New  York,  and  was  removed  to  West  Quay. 

I  his  disease  proved  not  to  be  Small-pox,  and  the  patient  was 
discharged  to  the  Workhouse  Infirmary. 

September  5th.  S.S.  Dunvegan  Castle.  A  suspicious 
case  of  Small-pox  was  landed  at  Cape  Town.  Disinfection  was 
carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  on  arrival  of  the 
vessel  at  Southampton. 
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October  15th.  S.S.  Adjutant.  The  patient,  K.J.,  aged 
25,  a  seaman,  was  removed  from  the  vessel  on  arrival  from 
Smyrna  and  isolated  on  our  Hospital  Ship.  The  whole  of 
the  crew  were  re-vaccinated  and  disinfection  carried  out  by 
the  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Eighty-six  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  on  vessels 
bound  for  this  Port,  of  which  72  were  landed  here.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  93  cases  reported,  and  55  landed,  when  compared 
with  last  year.  This  reduction  is  due  to  the  diminution  in  the 
number  of  troops  returning  from  South  Africa.  Forty-eight  of 
the  cases  were  removed  to  Netley  Hospital,  and  15  to  our 
Isolation  Hospital,  four  to  the  Royal  South  Hants  and  South¬ 
ampton  Hospital,  one  to  the  Workhouse,  one  to  a  Nursing 
Home,  and  the  remainder  to  their  own  homes  in  the  Borough. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  to  have 
occurred  on  vessels  arriving  here.  Ten  of  the  cases  were 
actually  landed,  five  being  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  five  to  Netley  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Eight  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  stated  to  have  occurred  on 
vessels  bound  for  Southampton.  Three  of  the  cases  were 
landed  here  and  were  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  Measles;  four  cases  of  Chicken 
Pox  ;  and  three  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  landed  here 
during  the  year,  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment. 

SLEEPING  SICKNESS. 

Two  cases  of  Sleeping  Sickness  were  landed  here  during 
the  year,  and  one  death  occurred  from  the  disease  on  the  voyage 
to  Southampton.  These  cases  were  in  transit  to  the  Tropical 
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School  of  Medicine  at  Liverpool  for  pathological  observations. 
The  patients  were  removed  in  charge  of  a  medical  man.  T  hey 
are,  I  believe,  the  first  cases  of  this  disease  that  have  been 
brought  to  Europe. 

TROOPSHIPS. 

Forty  transports  arrived  here  during  the  year,  landing 
approximately  7,016  crew  and  38,182  troops  and  passengers. 
This  is  a  large  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when 
138  transports  arrived,  landing  19,992  crew  and  136,188  troops 
and  passengers. 

Twenty-four  of  the  transports  came  from  South  Africa  and 
Natal  ;  11  from  Bombay  ;  two  from  Malta,  and  one  each  from 
Sierra  Leone,  Gibraltar,  and  Alexandria. 

All  these  vessels  were  boarded  oft  Netley  and  medically 
inspected,  in  co-operation  with  the  Naval  and  Military 
Authorities. 

The  infectious  diseases  occurring  on  board  and  the  action 
taken  with  respect  to  same  are  detailed  in  Table  (C). 

Cases  of  Enteric  and  Scarlet  Fever  existing  amongst  troops 
were  removed  to  Netley  Hospital  for  treatment,  but  all  cases 
occurring  amongst  the  crews,  or  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  amongst  children  on  board  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  cases  of  Small-pox  to  the  Hospital  Ship. 

In  several  instances  it  was  considered  advisable  that  the 
whole  of  the  bedding,  linen,  &c.,  on  board  the  transport  should 
be  disinfected.  This  necessitated  the  removal  of  the  bedding, 
&c.,  to  and  from  West  Quay  and  disinfection  in  our  Steam 
Disinfector.

INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  amounted  to  4,357,  not 
including  623  revisits.  This  is  a  decrease  of  173  inspections, 
and  a  decrease  of  472  revisits,  compared  with  1902. 

Passengers  and  cargo  vessels,  other  than  those  from 
infected  ports,  are  boarded  immediately  they  arrive  alongside 
the  quays.  Vessels  which  only  discharge  passengers  off 
Hamble  are  waited  upon  by  tenders.  An  officer  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  accompanies  each  tender  and  receives  a 
report  as  to  the  health  of  the  persons  on  board,  and  more  par¬ 
ticularly  of  those  who  are  to  be  landed  at  Southampton.  The 
number  of  such  vessels  visited  was  136,  and  the  number  of 
passengers  landed  5,226.  In  many  instances  the  Steam 
Ambulance  accompanies  the  tender  in  readiness  to  remove  any 
infectious  disease  that  may  exist  on  board,  without  causing  any 
delay  to  the  vessel. 
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NUISANCES. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  nuisances,  principally  of  an  unim¬ 
portant  character,  were  discovered  during  the  year,  being  an 
increase  of  33  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  majority  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  by  verbal 
notice.  In  those  cases  where  the  vessel  sailed  before  the  notice 
could  be  complied  with,  if  the  vessel  was  proceeding  to  a  home 
port,  information  as  to  the  non-compliance  was  forwarded  to 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  the  district  to  which  such  vessel

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
on  65  vessels,  and  30,323  articles  of  bedding,  &c.  (including  a 
number  of  parcels  containing  pieces  of  bedding  and  effects  counted 
as  one  article  but  disinfected  separately),  were  removed  to  West 
Quay  Hospital  and  disinfected  in  the  Steam  Disinfector,  and 
returned  to  the  various  vessels  from  which  they  were  removed. 
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RATS. 

The  total  number  of  rats  caught  during  the  year  on 
vessels,  &c.,  in  the  docks  and  destroyed,  amounted  to  34,608. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  water-tanks  of 
vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst 
for  analysis.  The  samples  proved  to  be  of  good  quality. 

The  water  barges  supplying  vessels  and  yachts  in  the  port 
with  drinking  water  were  frequently  inspected,  and  found  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.

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HOSPITAL  SHIP. 

A  lire  occurred  on  the  Hospital  Ship  on  the  15th  July  and 
considerably  damaged  the  stem  of  the  vessel.  I  he  cause  of 
the  fire  was  probably  due  to  the  caulking  of  the  seams  having 
caught  alight  and  smouldered,  the  paint  on  the  stem  having 
been  burnt  off  the  day  previous  by  the  Shipkeeper,  preparatory 
to  the  vessel  being  repainted. 

The  old  main  deck  which  was  covered  with  lead  sheathing 
was  found  to  be  in  a  very  defective  and  leaky  condition,  the 
rain  penetrating  under  the  lead  and  into  the  wards.  1  he  vessel 
was  therefore  removed  to  the  Town  Quay  and  the  lead  sheathing 
removed  and  the  main  deck  renewed  from  poop  to  windlass. 
The  poop  decks  were  caulked  and  a  new  stem  fixed,  and  other 
necessary  repairs  carried  out. 

It  will  shortly  be  necessary,  however,  for  the  oakum  in  the 
seams  of  the  outside  planking  below  and  above  the  metal  line 
to  be  renewed.  The  caulking  of  the  topside  seams  above  the 
metal  line  also  requires  renewing.  It  will  also  be  necessary 
for  the  vessel  to  be  remetalled.  If  this  work  is  carried  out,  the 
surveyors  who  examined  the  ship  are  of  opinion  she  will  be  fit 
for  use  as  a  Hospital  Ship  for  another  twenty  years.
